ORIGIN OF THE CONFRATERNITY. 

Among the decrees of the Second General Council of 
Lyons, one of the most remarkable declares that the 
Fathers of the Council, appalled by the universal pre- 
valence of blasphemy, cursing, and wicked oaths, or- 
dained that by way of reparation for them, a special 
devotion should be instituted to the Holy Name of Jesus. 
Blessed Gregory X. , who had convoked and presided at 
the Council, commissioned the Dominican Fathers to 
announce to all nations a devotion which would inspire 
reverence and love to the Sacred Name of Jesus. They 
therefore instituted the Confraternity of the Holy Name, 
which was solemnly approved by the Church, and en- 
riched with numerous and great indulgences. 
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INDULGENCES GRANTED TO THE CON- 
FRATERNITY. 

I. Plenary. 

1. On the day of admission. 

2. On the second Sunday of each month for assisting 
at the procession in honour of the Holy Name. 

3. On the feast of the Circumcision (January 1st). 

4. On the feasts of the mysteries of the Holy Name, 
which are accounted the same as those of the Rosary. 

5. On the feast of the Holy Name of Jesus (second 
Sunday after the Epiphany). 

6. At the hour of death, for invoking with a contrite 
heart the adorable Name of Jesus. 

II. Partial. 

1. For each devout invocation of the Holy Name, 
thirty-two days indulgence. 

2. For bowing the head at the Holy Names of Jesus 
and Mary, thirty days indulgence. 

3. Ten years for preachers who exhort the faithful to 
avoid irreverent and blasphemous language. 

And numerous other Indulgences. 
membership. 

Persons of either sex can become Members of this 
Confraternity. They should, in order to gain the indul- 
gences, give their names (if possible, personally ) to a 
Dominican Father, to be entered by him in the Register 
of the Confraternity. 
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The Members do not take upon themselves any special 
obligations, but they are earnestly exhorted : 

1. To abstain entirely from all blasphemous, light, or 
false oaths, as well as from irreverence or levity of any 
kind, regarding God, the Most Holy Sacrament, the 
Blessed Virgin, the Saints, or any persons, things, or 
ceremonies, consecrated to the service of holy religion. 

2. Parents, masters, and teachers are enjoined to hinder 
similar offences in those under their care. 

3. To make mental reparation for any irreverences or 
blasphemies they may chance to hear. 

4. To repeat frequently and with devotion the Holy 
Name of Jesus, that “ Name of Names ” which is "above 
all Names,” " in which alone we must be saved.” — Acts 
iv. 12. 



ERECTION. 

For the canonical erection of this Confraternity in 
any church not served by the Dominican Fathers, it 
is necessary to obtain the permission of the Bishop of 
the Diocese and of the Master-General of the Order of 
St. Dominic. 
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SPECIAL SODALITY FOR MEN. 

The Sodality of the Holy Name of JESUS 
is intended for men, and for boys, who must 
have left school, and have made their first 
Communion, before they can be received as 
Members. 

The principal Object of the Sodality is to 
encourage its Members to honour that Name 
“which is above every name,” and at the 
same time to secure the salvation of their 
souls, by having frequent recourse to the two 
great means of grace — Prayer, and the Holy 
Sacraments. 

There are Special Rules to be kept by all 
the Members, each one on his formal entrance 
into the Sodality making a solemn resolution 
to lead a good Christian life, and to repair, 
by his love and devotion, the outrages con- 
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tinually offered to the Most Holy Name of 
God. 

The Sodality is divided into Sections, each 
comprising about twenty members. The 
method of division followed ensures, as far as 
possible, those who live near each other being 
members of the same Section, though of course 
this cannot always be guaranteed. Each 
Section is under the patronage of a Saint, 
whose name is inscribed on the standard 
affixed to the benches occupied by the Section 
in the church. 

Certain Sections are set apart exclusively 
for Boys and Youths, and are placed under 
the guardianship of St. Thomas Aquinas, to 
whom, as the Protector of their innocence, 
the Members of these Sections should culti- 
vate a special devotion. 

Public Devotions are held in the church 
every Wednesday evening at eight o’clock, 
when the names of those who wish to join the 
Sodality are received. 
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Brief Summary of Rules. 

1. To live as a good Christian in accordance 

with the Solemn Resolution (see page 
30) ; and consequently to avoid all dan- 
gerous occasions, such as drinking to 
excess, bad company, &c. 

2. To go to Confession and Communion at 

least once a month. 

3. To attend the Weekly Meeting of the 

Sodality on Wednesday evening. 

4. To be especially watchful against any 

breach of the Second Commandment 

Recom- Members should try to form 
mendation. a habit of saying to themselves, 
“ Praised be Jesus Christ” whenever the 
Second Commandment is broken in their 
hearing, in order to repair, as far as they can, 
the insult thereby offered to the Holy Name 
of God. Every time they do this they will 
gain an indulgence of 100 days.

ORGANISATION OF THE SODALITY. 

The Superior of the Church 
i. Director. , . , .. 

where the Sodality is esta- 
blished may himself be its Director; or he 
may appoint one of his assistant clergy to act 
as Director in his stead. 

One of the Members is chosen 
a. Secretary. ^ j)i rector to fulfil the 

office of Secretary. His duty is to prepare 
the attendance books for the Prefects. He 
has also to mark the attendance of the Pre- 
fects, to enter the results of their books into 
the General Attendance Book, and to keep 
the Register of Members. He likewise assists 
the Director in various other ways. Should 
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his duties, by reason of the increase of the 
Sodality, become too heavy, the Director 
will appoint an Assistant-Secretary to share 
them.

The Director appoints at the 
head of each Section a Prefect, 
who retains office at his will. 



His duty is to be in his place some minutes 
before the time appointed for the Meetings, 
in order to mark the attendance of his 



Section. In the event of any Member being 
absent from two consecutive Meetings, he 
should visit him and inquire the reason of his 
absence. He has to report to the Director 
any cases of sickness which may occur 
amongst the Members of his Section, in order 
that they may be prayed for at the Meetings, 
and to the Secretary any changes of address, 
so that the necessary alteration may be made in 
his book. The Prefect is assisted by a Sub- 
Prefect, who will fulfil his duties for him in his 
absence, of which he must always previously 
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inform the Director. Prefect and Sub-Pre- 
fect should never be absent from the same 
Meeting. 

4 other The Director may also appoint 
Officers. other Officers, as he shall see 
fit, to assist him in maintaining the order and 
regularity necessary for the devout perform- 
ance of the exercises of the Sodality. 

5 Meeting The Director assembles the 
of Officers. Secretary, Prefects, and other 
Officers of the Sodality at least four times a 
year to receive from them information as to 
its general spirit, the state of the sections, 
&c. H e will at the same time give them any 
instructions which circumstances may render 
necessary for the preservation of good order 
and devotion amongst the Members. 
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DEVOTIONS OF THE SODALITY. 

6. Weekly ' The Members assemble in the 
Meeting. church every Wednesday even- 

ing at eight o’clock, to recite together the 
Litany of the Holy Name of Jesus, and other 
Devotions of the Sodality. An instruction is 
given (ordinarily by the Director) on some 
point of Christian doctrine or practice, and 
the Meeting concludes with Benediction of 
the Most Holy Sacrament. 

7 Monthly O n secon d Sunday of each 

Communion. m0 nth the Members will re- 
ceive Holy Communion together at the eight 
o’clock Mass.* 



* When the number of members is very large, it may 
be more convenient to form the Sections into two or 
more divisions, one receiving Holy Communion on the 
second, and the other on the third Sunday of the month. 
On special occasions, however, such as the feast of the 
Holy Name of Jesus (the second Sunday after the 
Epiphany) and the conclusion of the annual retreat, there 
should be a General Communion for the entire Sodality. 
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Members should not take off their Medals, 
nor leave their seats after the Mass, until a 
sufficient time for thanksgiving has elapsed. 

8. Annual Evei 7 y ear there wil1 be a 
Retreat. special Retreat of three days 

for Members of the Sodality. It will take 
place, if possible, in the month of January, 
during the week preceding the Feast of the 
Holy Name of Jesus. A discourse will be 
given each evening, and all should endeavour 
to hear Mass on the mornings of those days.

Before final admission, 
candidates for membership will undergo a 
probation of at least two months, in order to 
see if they are able to comply with the rules, 
attend the Meetings, Communions, &c. This 
period of probation may be prolonged at the 
discretion of the Director. Their probation 
over, candidates will be allowed to make the 
Solemn Resolution (see page 30), and will 
receive the Medal of the Sodality. This 
ceremony of Admission may take place at 
the close of the yearly retreat, or at any 
meeting, ordinary or special, which may be 
found convenient.

After the instruction the hymn “ Come, O 
Creator Spirit blest,” ( page 44) is sung, 
during tvhich the prefects lead up to the 
Sanctuary the candidates for admission . 
The hymn being finished, the candidates 
repeat aloud, sentence by sentence, after 
the Director, the following

The Director then formally admits them into 
the Confraternity , saying : 

In the name of the Most Holy Trinity, 
and by virtue of the faculties granted to 
me by the Master-General of the Order of 
Friars Preachers, I admit you all into the 
Confraternity of the Holy Name of Jesus 
canonically erected in this church, and I' 
admit you to the participation of all the 
favours and indulgences granted by the 
Apostolic See to the same Confraternity ; 
earnestly beseeching our Lord Jesus Christ 
to give you strength to observe the pro- 
mise you have made, and begging the Most 
Blessed Virgin Mary, our Holy Father St. 
Dominic, and all the Saints, to obtain for 
you the grace of final perseverance. 

He then sprinkles the new Members with holy 
water, and having blessed the medals, he 
fastens one on the breast of each ; after 
which he says :
